“Wayman Adams belongs to that remarkable number 
of artists who come from Indiana. He was born in 
Muncie in 1883. After three years’ study at the John 
Herron Art Institute in Indianapolis, he went to Florence 
and worked under William M. Chase. In 1912 he went 
with Robert Henri to Spain, where he studied Velazquez 
to great advantage. Mr. Adams knows how to observe 
and to record and to do both quickly. For a portrait 
painter who desires to achieve something more than 
simply a distinguished picture this is essential. He paints 
a portrait in a single sitting, feeling that he must keep 
what he gains in the first illuminating comprehension 
of what should go into its making. He feels that he 
can do it only by completing his work while that im- 
pression is clear. One does not feel that because Mr. 
Adams sketches in a background or simply suggests a 
texture he is unable to cope with the situation. It is 
rather that he has made his selection of what is im- 
portant to him, and has concentrated his energies on a 
single point, the creation of a portrait that is alive.”

“André was born at Lyons, in France, in 1870. He 
commenced painting about 1892, and in 1895 exhibited 
two large decorative panels in the Salon des Indé- 
pendants, Paris. He is of that group of impressionists 
who have added so much to the glory of French art 
and helped to carry on its great traditions. His color 
sense is delicate and pure and at times brilliant, and 
the values in his work are unusually true and subtle. 
He is essentially a painter’s painter.”

“Miss Beaux is one of those painters who seem to have 
arrived almost abruptly upon a plane of exceptional 
accomplishment beyond which comparatively little ad- 
vance is made except in the matter of facility. Perhaps 
the only trace of evolution to be discovered, when com- 
paring her early works with her more recent produc- 
tions, is an evidence of increasing love of color, and 
interest in the problems it presents. The principal 
events in Miss Beaux’s life are so well known that they 
need not be reiterated, but, as bearing directly upon 
her work and influencing her art, reference should 
be made to the fact that she has attained success almost 
entirely through her own efforts. She was born in 
Philadelphia, and was there a pupil of William Sar- 
tain, and later of the Julian and Lazar schools in Paris. 
At first she did certain work for the geological survey, 
and then, as time went on, she painted china, produced 
crayon portraits from photographs, and taught, study- 
ing and applying each bit of knowledge acquired. In 
this is the key to her success. Miss Beaux obviously 
uses a broad full brush, and allows ‘her color to flow 
freely, but her manner is essentially sculpturesque. In 
view of this fact it is a proof of the versatility of her 
powers that much of her most delightful and convinc- 
ing work is found in her portraits of children and 
young men, and especially perhaps in the painting of 
‘The Dancing Girls,’ daughters of Mr. Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, which alone would have been sufficient to 
make Miss Beaux’s reputation secure, so charming is 
the conception, so masterly the interpretation. That 
Cecilia Beaux is one of those who today hold preéminence 
in portraiture no one will deny. Her work invariably 
has distinction. It is strong, self-assured, potent, and 
convincing.”

“George Bellows was born at Columbus, Ohio, in 
1882. He studied with Maratta, Jay Hambidge, and 
Robert Henri in New York, and is now widely known 
as one of the most original and brilliant painters in 
this country. <A long series of portraits, landscapes, and 
genre subjects in oil, as well as many wholly admirable 
lithographs, are to his credit. Three qualities are to 
be especially noted in his work: dramatic force, bold- 
ness of brush-work, and the remarkable treatment of 
blacks and whites. For sheer virtuosity of painting 
such canvases as ‘Old Lady in White Silk,’ ‘Portrait of 
My Mother,’ exhibited in Concord in 1922 and now 
owned by the Art Institute of Chicago, ‘Emma and Her 
Children,’ and ‘Old Lady in Black,’ have not been 
excelled in modern art.” 


5 Miss Ruth 


BLUMENSCHEIN, ERNEST LEONARD 


“Ernest Blumenschein was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1874. He was a pupil of the Cincinnati Art 
Academy, the Art Students’ League of New York, and 
of Constant, Laurent, and Collin in Paris. He lives 
and works at Taos, New Mexico, where in the last 
ten years he has produced some notable canvases, re- 
flecting the light and color of the sage country and the 
marvelous, unchanging blue canopy of sky overhead, and 
he has painted the Pueblo Indian with sympathy and 
understanding, giving to him the dignity which is so 
justly his. In considering Mr. Blumenschein’s work 
we naturally compare him with such men as Walter 
Ufer, Victor Higgins, and E. Irving Couse, who have 
all interpreted Taos with sincerity and often with great 
brilliancy and insight. Of the four artists, Blumenschein’s 

_ pictures are the most decorative both in composition 
and color, and for a quiet, statuesque quality and a cer- 
tain dramatic power represent the Pueblo Indians of 
New Mexico as they should be.” 


6 October 
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BosLey, FREDERICK A. 


“Frederick Bosley was born in Lebanon, New Hamp- 
shire, in 1881. He was a pupil of Tarbell and Ben- 
son at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, where he won 
the Paige Travelling Scholarship. After two years of 
study in Europe he returned to this country, and in 
1913 was made instructor of painting at the Museum 
School, which position he still holds. He is known 
principally through his rendering of interiors, with their 
interesting study of the play of light and chiaroscuro. 
Much taste is shown in their composition and charm 
of color. ‘The De Hoogh,’ painted in 1923, is per- 
haps his most convincing canvas up to the present time. 
Mr. Bosley has settled in Concord, Massachusetts, where 
he is developing his technique and his art along per- 
sonal lines.” From La Revue Moderne.

CaAssATT, MARY 


“Miss Cassatt was born in Pittsburgh and began her 
art career at the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine 
Arts. When Paris finally claimed her, it was Degas 
who exercised over her an instant and almost imperative 
appeal, and with him she studied and worked for 
almost fifteen years, achieving in time a position not 
far below his own. Miss Cassatt has never faltered 
in her allegiance to the tenets of Impressionism. Much 
of her master’s strength of line is in her work, and 
much also of his solemn, almost classic restraint. Any 
reference to Impressionism in France would be incom- 
plete without the names of Melle. Berthe Morisot, Mme. 
Marie Bracquemond, Melle. Eva Gonzales, and Miss 
Mary Cassatt, for it was they who gave to the mouve- 
ment that essential touch of humanity that it might 
otherwise have lacked. Expressive and full of allure 
as was their art, the work of Miss Cassatt for virility, 
for dignity, and for serious intent, frankly transcends 
that of her sister Impressionists among whom she is to- 
day the sole survivor. For some decades Miss Cassatt 
has resided in, or near, Paris, at various times devoting 
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herself to painting in oils and in pastels, to color etch- 
ing, dry point, and even lithography. She is first and 
last a figure painter. While her range of expression is 
wide her choice of motive is restricted. For the most 
part she transcribes the intimate relationship of mother 
and child. Though in essence they recall the eternal 
Mother and Child, these scenes are not weighted with 
the momentous awe of the old masters. You are free 
to think of the deeper significance of each group, yet 
you are not compelled to see anything there but un- 
studied composition, sure, strong outline and clear har- 
monious color. ‘Miss Cassatt’s art is specifically French, 
and yet in each of its manifestations lurks a disregard 
of mere prettiness, which is perhaps less Parisian than 
Pennsylvanian.” From The International Studio.

CHARRETON, VICTOR 


“Charreton was born in Auvergne, France. As a lumi- 
nist he is one of the sane figures in modern French 
art to whom even the confirmed Academic mind could 
not take exception. Indeed, he has much in common 
with our own ‘Twachtman, and even Childe Hassam. 
He is a franker colorist than Twachtman. He likes 
a straight-out, clear, ringing tone, applied with a knife 
in a way that holds all the pure vibrancy of the pig- 
ment. He breaks his color with deft, short strokes, 
which give movement and scintillation to his canvases. 
He is a logical continuator of the tradition of Pissarro 
and Sisley. He is as personal in his viewpoint as any 
landscapist of France—as personal as Cezanne, though 
tonally much removed. Charreton carries on landscape 
in a manner that proves again to all sceptics and pessi- 
mists that the last word can never be said by the 
painter of the open air.’ From an article by James 
Britton.

Her clever depiction of street scenes, of 
groups of people in brilliant sunshine, are good in 
tone and composition and full of local color, and give 
the impression of being painted on the spot and at the 
hour they represent. It is interesting to compare Mrs. 
Collver’s work with Miss Ferguson’s and note the differ- 
ence in method.”

FECHIN, NIKOLAI IVANOVICH 


“Nikolai Fechin was born at Kazan, in Russia, in-1881, 
his father being a local wood carver, gilder, and maker 
of church images. Fair haired and delicate, the lad 
assisted the family as best he could in the humble 
workshop until the age of fourteen, when he entered 
the newly organized Kazan Art School. Following his 
appointment as instructor, and later as official State 
teacher, Fechin definitely settled in his native city, where 
he subsequently continued his professional activities. 
His production as a whole represents Kazan and the 
picturesque districts in the neighborhood of this ancient 
Tatar capital. Nothing has interrupted, save momen- 
tarily, the steady unfolding of his art. Neither the- 
atric nor stylistic, and totally undisturbed by clamorous 
modernism, his work is based upon discriminating 
analysis of the simple and actual, and upon sound dis- 
ciplined craftsmanship. Nikolai Fechin belongs with the 
frankly objective protagonists of Russian painting. His 
art affiliates itself with the sober, searching veritism of 
the Moscow Art Theatre, not the delectable divertisement 
of the Chauve-Souris.” From an article by Dr. Chris- 
tian Brinton.

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FERGUSON, Nancy MayBINn 


“Nancy Ferguson is a native of Philadelphia, where she 
works in winter. Her summer studio is at Province- 
town, and it is about its busy streets that she has found 
many subjects, full of the bustle of American life, its 
hurdy-gurdy medley of bright signs, bright figures, 
wagons, stores, and crowds of people. Much boldness 
of treatment has been achieved in these small canvases, 
the masses of brilliant color adding interest to the well- 
composed groups of figures. Her humor is kindly and 
she interprets with sincerity these various aspects of 
street life, giving them a breezy, snappy quality and 
a healthy atmosphere.”

FISKE, GERTRUDE 


“Miss Fiske was born in Boston, Massachusetts, in 
1879. She studied with Edmund C. Tarbell, Frank 
W. Benson, and Philip L. Hale at the School of the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and with Charles H. 
Woodbury at Ogunquit, Maine. She paints with con- 
fidence, her color is direct rather than subtle, and she 
treats her subjects with cleverness and sincerity. Miss 
Fiske has won wide recognition for her varied work, 
which is to be found in all the modern exhibitions.”

Foster, BEN 


“Ben Foster was born at North Anson, Maine, in 1852. 
He studied with Abbott H. Thayer in New York and 
with Morot and Merson in Paris. He is a landscape 
painter of the old school, finding in the quiet moods of 
nature inspiration and abundant material. He is best 
known as an interpreter of moonlight, the small, high- 
keyed picture in our present exhibition being an unusual 
example of his work. Mr. Foster generally paints 
solidly, with a full, rich palette, and considers tone 
more important than color, and subtle values more es- 
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sential to success than brilliant technique. Consider- 
ing the kind of subject he has painted, his choice of 
method is wise and all lovers of pure landscape admire 
and respect his art.”

GARBER, DANIEL 


“Daniel Garber was born in North Manchester, In- 
diana, in 1880. He studied under Nowottny at the Cin- 
cinnati Art Academy, and at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts with Anshutz. Most of his work is 
done at Lumberville, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, where 
a long series of beautiful landscapes has been painted, 
placing him in the very front rank of American artists. 
A rare charm and poetry fill his canvases, combined with 
great strength of draftsmanship and a curious and 
original technique. ‘These qualities added to a strong 
decorative sense give Mr. Garber a unique position as 
a landscape painter. ‘Touches of pure color placed side 
by side, the edges blended with much subtlety, give life, 
vibration, and atmosphere to the paint as he treats it, 
making us feel the power and the mastery of mind 
and hand behind it all.”

GUILLAUMIN, ARMAND 


“Guillaumin was born in 1841, being a contemporary 
of Monet, who is only one year his senior. His home 
is in Paris. He is robust and active, and is still paint- 
ing, his latest canvases being of equal quality with his 
earlier works. His art is sane and vigorous, his feel- 
ing for plein-air and color unusually true, strong, and 
vibrant. Together with Monet, Pissarro and Sisley he 
has strongly influenced the younger men of the French 
Impressionist School of landscape painting.”

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HALLOWELL, GEORGE HAWLEY 


“George Hallowell is rather a unique figure in art to- 
day. He seems to be travelling a straight and narrow 
path of his own finding, uninfluenced by any painter 
or school. He studied painting with Frank W. Benson 
and Edmund C. Tarbell, and architecture with Rotch 
and H. L. Warren. He has produced landscapes of 
unusual beauty and originality, and a series of decorative 
themes in water color which are sufficient in themselves 
to win him recognition. His way of painting is extremely 
interesting, the rich and vivid tones applied to the can- 
vas without much mixing, giving a very brilliant re- 
sult, especially to effects of sunlight on snow. He 
works for surface as well as for breadth, and obtains a 
remarkable quality by the use of pure pigment and the 
juxtaposition of tones. Mr. Hallowell was born in 
Boston in 1871.”

HARDING, GEORGE 


“Harding was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in 
1882. He studied at the Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts, with Howard Pyle, and in Europe. In 1913 
Harper’s Magazine sent him around the world as its 
special artist, and during the war he went as official 
artist with the American Expeditionary Forces. His 
work has been largely mural decoration for various 
clubs and theatres. He is a member of the Faculty 
of the Pennsylvania Academy and connected with the 
Architectural Department of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mr. Harding paints with a full brush, broadly, 
and with much vigor, and his recent landscapes show 
considerable power.”

HAWTHORNE, CHARLES W. 


“Because young Charles Hawthorne had been a favorite 
pupil of William M. Chase, had studied Hals with him 
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in Holland, and painted brass and fish with him at 
Shinnecock with a zest for the same bravura of brush 
work, it seemed safe to assume, as a well-known critic 
actually did in 1905, that this young Hawthorne would 
turn out to be another objective of the flowing brush. 
By going to Italy, which he did at the age of thirty-six, 
after his rugged realism had established his reputation, 
Hawthorne proved that he was of the adventurous breed 
of men who wish to keep their minds and senses open 
to new impressions. All ages have been given sym- 
pathetic interpretation in the paintings of Hawthorne, 
but one type prevails and reappears. Being himself a 
big, simple man, and dominated by the sincere and un- 
constrained sentiment characteristic of his kind, his 
models are usually simple people, more or less sym- 
bolical in suggestion, roughly generalized rather than 
individually characterized. In at least two of his paint- 
ings, “The Trousseau,’ and “The Widow,’ Hawthorne has 
achieved that greatness which is attributable only to 
those works of art in which form and spirit are one, 
and in which good painting does not seem to exist 
merely for its own sake, but seems to be inspired for 
the special expression of those sentiments which make 
life worth living.”

“Mrs. Hawthorne’s flower pictures are individual in 
their treatment and arrangement. She generalizes the 
flower forms enough to relieve any botanical precision, 
and there is definite character to each study. There 
is such a thing as modeling in flower painting, the 
handling of a petal in such wise that it preserves its 
form and texture. Add pure color to this and you 
achieve a really persuasive effect. Mrs. Hawthorne 
really interprets her flowers. She gives us more than 
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‘decorative arrangements,’ she gives us vitalized por- 
traits. They are in an engagingly bright, even brilliant, 
key. ‘Their vigor is as captivating as their grace. She 
is also known for her studies in tempera, in which she 
has handled whites and greys with much skill. Mrs. 
Hawthorne studied at the Art Institute of Chicago, and 
with William M. Chase.” From the New York Tribune.

HENRI, ROBERT 


“Robert Henri was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1865. 
He is the Intellectual and the Spokesman of the group 
of painters of the New York School of Painting so 
called, which insists upon character rather than charm 
and prettiness as the chief condition of art. Its ob- 
jections have been directed in the main against that 
host of painters whose slavish imitations of classical 
and traditional art are an anachronism in a new 
country like America. Mr. Henri’s studies of types have 
this impetus behind them. His portraits, so reminis- 
cent of Manet, come as a relief from the ordinary por- 
trait painting, -which is but a standardized pictorial 
convention, a replica of the photographer’s art. He 
has drawn upon Spain and Holland as well as upon 
America for his material. It is through his democratic 
humanism, his exclusion of feudal themes, and his vig- 
orous mental attitude and faith, that he is an American. 
He is more American than Whistler, less than Winslow

Her 
recent work has been landscape and flower painting, in 
which latter branch of her art she has the distinction 
of having produced some of the most original and charm- 
ingly painted flower decorations that have appeared 
during the last two years. Her pictures have a claim 
to originality in that they depart from the conservative 
rule that flower painting requires a solid background. 
She makes use of wall paper or fabric designs with 
charming effect. A striking example of her work is 
the picture in our present exhibition, entitled ‘Lilies and 
a Kakemono.’”

“Eric Hudson was born in Boston, Massachusetts, in 
1862. The Christian name his parents gave him was 
Elmer, but when the students at the art school began 
calling him Eric, he retained the name. He has studied 
in various schools in this country and in France, and 
this last bit of information is interesting in connection 
with his work, for there are unmistakable Gallic influ- 
ences in it, traces of that distinctive thoroughness and 
soundness which is so characteristic of French train- 
ing when applied to any of the arts. His home was 
formerly at Gramaton Court, Bronxville, New York, but 
in recent years he has spent more and more time on 
Monhegan Island, Maine, with which place his entire 
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art expression is concerned. His love and knowledge 
of the sea and ships gleam out of every one of his can- 
vases. Romance still abides on the sea, and because it 
does romance enters into every one of Hudson’s paint- 
ings. It is as a colorist, however, that he makes his 
first impression, and it is as a colorist that his work 
endures. Since Winslow Homer died it has appeared 
that we had no marine painter worthy to carry on his 
great tradition. Now Mr. Hudson comes to us fully 
matured as his artistic descendant.’ From The Inter- 
national Studio.

JOHANSEN, JOHN C. 


“John Johansen’s art training was due to the pride and 
ambition of a father for a son with unmistakable early 
art intuitions. He studied at first under Vanderpoll, 
Freer, and Duveneck at the Chicago Art Institute, and 
subsequently went to Paris for further work with Con- 
stant, Laurens, and Whistler. An exhibition in London 
brought instant recognition. When the remaining works 
were brought to New York, there was a no less enthu- 
siastic reception. His later work has developed along 
the lines of portraiture, and it is by this, including his 
group of delegates to the Peace Conference, that he 
is perhaps best known. Mr. Johansen is an American 
among Americans, although he was in fact born in 
Denmark. He is unquestionably one of our strongest 

_ technicians, and the young artist will find a careful study 
of his brilliant and powerful work very greatly to 
his advantage.”

“Clarence Johnson was born in Ohio in 1894. He 
studied at the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, 
under Daniel Garber, Joseph Pearson, Cecilia Beaux, 
Robert Vonnoh, and Emil Carlsen. His home is now at 
Lumberville, Bucks County, Pennsylvania. He is a 
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new comer whom it is a pleasure to welcome, for he has 
painted some very good landscapes. After seeing his 
work it is easy to understand why Augustus John, as 
a member of the Carnegie jury, singled out his pictures 
as being very American. On the hills and about the 
modest little farms near his studio he sees beauty, 
and in his painting reveals rather than creates it. He 
does not idealize or exaggerate, and there is a great 
deal of sincerity and honesty in his view point, but his 
canvases are to be praised, not only for these qualities, 
but for their able craftsmanship.”

His present home is at New Hope, Pennsylvania, where 
he studies his compositions with that discerning eye 
and fund of reverent and poignant feeling, witness 
whereof is to be found perhaps more especially in such 
pictures as ‘Muskrat Hunter,’ ‘Stubble Field,’ and ‘Golden 
Willow.’

“Monet is one of the greatest lovers of the air that 
ever lived. He was born in Paris in 1840. His early 
life was passed in Havre, where, encouraged by Boudin, 
who came across him while he was trying his hand at 
some water colors, he definitely made up his mind to 
be a painter. After residence in Holland and England, 
Monet settled in his native land at the village of 
Giverny. He studied under Gleyre, and later under 
Courbet and Corot. The first step in the direction of 
freedom was taken in 1863, after study of the works 
of Manet. ‘The critics of the little Boulevard papers 
warred against Monet. ‘The word Impressionism dates 
from 1874, when a witty critic invented the word, on 
seeing a picture by him entitled ‘Impression, Soleil Le- 
vant.’ It was in 1890 that Monet began the enterprise 
of variations upon a single theme, of which the idea 
was suggested to him by Japanese art. He began ‘Les 
Meules,’ and then followed the cathedral of Rouen. 
Strictly speaking, his later pictures are apparitions of 
shapes of hazy outline on the magical surface of moving 
water. In a word they represent in their acutest form 
the imaginings of a realist. In attempting to follow 
Monet, many young artists have produced mere shapeless 
things devoid of life and harmony, whereas a fine 
painting by the master himself is one of the most 
harmonious and the most living things in the art of 
our day.” From The International Studio.

Morris, CATHARINE WHARTON 


“Catharine Morris was born in Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1899.

In her landscapes and marines, and 
especially those done in tempera, she seems to have 
struck an individual note, and the solidity of the rocks 
and the motion of the waves are well understood. She 
paints rapidly, with nervous strokes of the brush, and 
in studies where little finish is required she is at her 
best.”

There is in his 
work the element of poetry, and his pictures are faith- 
ful to the spirit as well as to the letter of nature, and 
in his landscapes, by which he is best known, he sees 
his subject in its most beautiful light, and seeks for the 
ethereal motive, the light that is strained and filtered, 
and free from the smoke and grime and dry dustiness 
of existence.”

PAxTON, WILLIAM MACGREGOR 


“William Paxton began his artistic education at the 
Cowles Art School, under the late Dennis Bunker. He 
also studied in-Paris, at the Julian Academy and at 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, under Jerome. He is a 
remarkable draftsman and the chief mark or note in 
his work is its uncompromising verity. He paints 
the thing as he sees it and even if one chances not 
to wholly agree with his presentment, it is impossible 
not to appreciate the sincerity and directness with which 
the thing seen is recorded. He shares with the Vene- 
tians and the Dutchmen their liking for broad forms, 
full lines, and fat facture, and for big, healthy, cheer- 
ful women. He’s interested in the life, the character, 
and the joy of the thing.

“Eugene Savage was born in Covington, Indiana. At 
the age of sixteen he attended the Corcoran Art School 
in Washington, D. C., and later the Art Institute of 
Chicago, after which he had three years’ study at the 
American Academy in Rome. We have never had a 
more instinctively decorative painter than Mr. Savage. 
His interest lies in themes that have a scriptural or 
symbolic and imaginative significance. He sets the 
horses of the Apocalypse plunging across a canvas, 
with a world in ruins beneath their feet. Obviously he 
is a careful student of nature, but he draws with the 
careful touch of a man concerned to lift realistic truth 
to a higher power.

He studied at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts and at the Julian Academy in Paris, 
and since his return to this country has devoted him- 
self almost exclusively to the painting of marines.

ZULOAGA, IGNACIO 


“Zuloaga was born in the small town of Eibar, in the 
Basque country of Spain, in 1870. His present home 
is at Zumaya, a little fishing village on the north coast. 
In his youth he suffered privation and want, struggling 
to earn his daily bread in Italy and France and Eng- 
land. He managed to paint a few portraits, and with 
the proceeds returned to Seville, Spain, where he set 
to work with a will and eventually came into his own; 
but for a number of years nothing approaching adequate 
recognition or remuneration were his. Today he stands 
a colossal figure in European art, a worthy descendant 
of el Greco, Velazquez, and Francisco de Goya. Im- 
agination does not play a conspicuous part in his work. 
Though it may, and often does, betray a high degree 
of emotional eloquence, its spirit is mainly descriptive 
and realistic. It makes appeal through its power of 
observation and presentation rather than through its power 
of organization or invention. The art of Zuloaga bases 
itself upon that of his great precursors, Herrera, Ribera, 
Velazquez, and Goya. Like them he is explicit in 
his outlook, and like certain of them, and more es- 
pecially el Greco and Goya, he is also not without a 
strong savour of mysticism and romantic fervour. Zu- 
loaga’s palette, though richly set, is restricted in range. 
He prefers, as a rule, warm browns, dark reds, green, 
yellow, purple, silver-grey, and black. Blue is un- 
sympathetic to him, and is rarely found in his compo- 
sitions. Both as man and artist he is typically autog- 
enous, and painting is in brief to him a_ process 
of self-afirmation. It is through gazing into the spec- 
trum of his own soul that he has attained that unity 
of mood and manipulative mastery so essential to art 
that is destined to endure. He does not imitate his 
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forbears; he perpetuates their aims and ideals, and his 
art, like theirs, is a true pictorial epitome of Spain.”

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BATCHELDER, EVELYN BEATRICE LONGMAN 


“Evelyn Longman, now Mrs. Batchelder, was born in 
Winchester, Ohio, in 1874. Her early life was spent 
in Chicago. When at the age of fourteen, self-support 
became necessary, and she occupied a clerical position 
in a wholesale house, she had already determined to 
become an artist. It was at Olivet College, in 1896, that 
she first began to model in clay, and realized that in 
sculpture she could find her truest expression. Like 
many other artists, Miss Longman turned to New York 
as offering the widest field for endeavor. She worked 
in turn in the studios of Herman A. MacNiel, Isidore 
Konti, and assistant to Daniel C. French, which last 
position she held for four years, until 1906. The earli- 
est of Miss Longman’s noteworthy pieces of sculpture 
is the colossal statue called ‘Victory,’ bronze reduc- 
tions of which are in the possession of many of the 
leading art museums. It is also used as a trophy of 
the Atlantic Fleet of the U. S. Navy. The bronze doors 
for the Chapel of the U. S. Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
and those of the library at Wellesley, are her work. In 
1916 she was selected to execute the statue which sur- 
mounts the building of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. In addition to the statues al- 
ready mentioned, Miss Longman’s work includes many 
portrait busts and reliefs. Since her marriage in 1920, 
she has lived at Windsor, Connecticut, where she has 
built a studio and continues the practice of her pro- 
fession.”

BEACH, CHESTER 


“Chester Beach was born in San Francisco, California, 
in 1881. He was a pupil of Verlet and Roland in Paris. 
‘Unquestionably Mr. Beach is a man whom life reaches 
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along many channels, who does not see art through 
tradition, or life through convention, who is interested 
in all growth, all extension, and who finds humanity in 
its development of the richest interest and profoundest in- 
spiration. In some way incomprehensible to the layman, 
Mr. Beach suffuses his sculpture with a radiance from 
within. It is as though the beauty of the face was from the 
beauty of the spirit. And this one especially realizes 
before such a group as that called “Ideals,” the man 
bowed sorrowfully before the unrealized goodness of 
his spirit. But all of Mr. Beach’s work is not along 
this plane, though all is vigorous and impressive.’ A 
series of figures in action, and some beautifully modelled 
heads, have placed this sculptor in the front rank of 
his profession.”

“Edward Berge was born in 1876, at Baltimore, where 
he now lives and has his studio. As a boy he studied 
at the Maryland Institute, and after he had completed 
the course in the Rinehart School of Sculpture there, 
under Ephraim Keyser and Charles Pike, he decided to 
go to Paris. He speaks with particular gratitude of 
the instruction given him by Verlet, at Julian’s, and by 
the knowledge he gained at Rodin’s school, where he 
came into contact with the great master himself. Mr. 
Berge’s work is essentially and uncompromisingly direct 
and unaffected, based, one would say, upon views of 
life that are above everything else healthful and sane. 
A profound feeling for rhythm and proportion, coher- 
ency and flexibility are characteristics of Mr. Berge’s 
style. He is very serious, and at the same time en- 
thusiastic, and these factors, coupled with his great 
talent and his huge capacity for work, make it reason- 
able to predict for him increasing success.’ From The 
International Studio.

“Joseph Boulton was born in Fort Worth, Texas, in 
1896. He studied at the National Academy of Design, 
the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design, and was for six 
years in the studio of Herman A. MacNiel. His best 
known works are “The Prairie Fire,’ a group of four 
horses, scenting the smoke of the oncoming fire, and 
huddling together in fright, and “The Devil Dog,’ a 
figure of a charging Marine, now in the Marine Bar- 
racks at Washington, D. C. Mr. Boulton volunteered 
as soon as we went into the World War and served his 
country with honor and distinction.”

“Mrs. Bryant was originally a painter of great capability, 
but later has turned to sculpture as a means of individ- 
ual expression. ‘The. various fountain figures, portraits, 
and figure studies which she has achieved prove that 
she has imaginative gifts of a high and unusual order, 
and that she is well grounded in the traditions of the 
work she has undertaken. The artist’s fine feeling 
for the harmonies of line is especially exemplified in 
her small bronze, ‘Flower of the Earth,’ a characteristic 
bit of work.”

“Miss Eberle is best known perhaps for her dancing 
figures, and her depiction of the everyday picturesque 
life on the lower East Side of New York City, where 
she lived for years.

Most of her training was received from George 
Gray Barnard. Jane Addams’ books have, more than 
anything else, she says, helped to clarify and mold 
her vision of the constructive part the sculptor may 
play in social readjustment. This growth of social 
consciousness has been reflected in her work. The 
qualities which art critics first look for—the sure touch 
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and line of the modelling, the fine composition and 
massing, are especially apparent in “The Windy Door- 
step,’ in which Miss Eberle touches the high-water mark 
of her more objective figures. "The ‘Slave’ records a 
forward step which is a difference of kind more than 
degree. Here she has turned to the graphic interpre- 
tation of a social menace. It is the first of several such 
interpretative subjects which she has in mind, and 
which should be big in social significance. But after 
all is said, Miss Eberle consistently holds with the 
many who believe that the first function of art is not 
didactic.” From The Survey.

FRENCH, DANIEL CHESTER 


“In quality and in number of works as well as in in- 
fluence on aesthetic culture, no sculptor is more prom- 
inent than Daniel Chester French. In the loftiest mean- 
ing of the term he is an American. Nobility is perhaps 
the only word that indicates his special message, and 
nobility is a complex result of sensitiveness, imagina- 
tion, intellectual acumen, and perfect craftsmanship. 
Mr. French came from a family of high-thinking New 
Englanders. He was a pupil of William Rimmer in 
Boston, J. Q. A. Ward in New York, and Thomas Ball 
in Florence. In his forty years of productiveness never 
has Mr. French been concerned with fluctuating tastes 
in the plastic art, nevertheless, his works are popular 
through their intrinsic beauty, and his power of ex- 
pression in many and varied themes. With precisely 
the feeling of the old Greeks he suppresses the im- 
material, and goes to the center of his thought. His 
constructive imagination does the rest. His earliest 
work, which brought him prominence, is the statue of 
‘The Minute Man,’ at Concord, Massachusetts. Perhaps 
the most popular among all classes has been the ‘Milmore 
Memorial,’ in Forest Hills Cemetery in Boston, known 
as ‘The Angel of Death and the Young Sculptor.’ The 
greatest work of his career is undoubtedly the Statue 
of Lincoln in the national memorial at Washington. 
Besides these are innumerable fine works in all de- 
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partments of the sculptor’s art; among them the beauti- 
ful figure of ‘Memory’ must be noted. Honors and 
ofices are his, but that which doubtless lies closest 
to his heart is the gratification of living to see a higher 
appreciation of sculpture in America, and the knowledge 
that he has been a motive power to aid in its develop- 
ment.” From The International Studio.

GRAFLY, CHARLES 


“Charles Grafly was born in Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1862. He studied at the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of the Fine Arts under Eakins, and in Paris under 
Chapu and Dampt. At present he is at the head 
of the sculpture department in the School of the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in Boston, and holds the same position 
at the old Academy in Philadelphia. Mr. Grafly’s sum- 
mer home and studio are at Lanesville, Massachusetts, 
where he rejoices to labor quietly and conscientiously 
at his art, absorbed in the perfection of his work. He 
is noted chiefly for his portrait busts, and among them 
those of many of our leading artists, executed with 
marked strength and technical vigor. To his art and 
skill is also due the ‘Meade Memorial’ in Washington. 
There can hardly be two opinions regarding the ex- 
cellence of his portrait busts. ‘They are so sincere, so 
beautifully and delicately modelled, and above ll, 
they reveal so clearly the true character of his sitters, 
which is the supreme test of a great portrait. In ad- 
dition to his creative work Mr. Grafly has long been 
one of our most successful teachers. Among his pupils 
are Paul Manship, Albin Polasek, and Albert Laessle. 
Each has expressed his own personality in his work, 
absolutely uninfluenced by any academic school or method. 
Perhaps in his years of gardening Mr. Grafly has 
learned how little the gardener should interfere with 
growing flowers, yet how necessary to their blossoming 
is his patient care and wise direction.” From The 
American Magazine of Art.

“Frederic Guinzburg was born in New York City in 
1897.

“Miss Hoffman is the daughter of Richard Hoffman, 
the pianist. She was born in New York City in 1887. 
She studied, first, painting with John Alexander, and 
then sculpture with Gutzon Borglum and Auguste Rodin 
in Paris. Her place in the world of art is too well 
known to dwell upon, and her works in marble and 
bronze have power and originality, and many of her 
small figures, such as “The Pavlova Gavotte,’ rare 
charm and beautiful finish. During the World War 
Miss Hoffman founded the Appui aux Artistes for the des- 
titute artist families in France, and the American Jugoslav 
Relief, and she travelled in the Balkans so that she 
might know facts. ‘The intensity of this artist’s interest 
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in her subjects, and her power of holding an impression 
until its’ final form is determined, have brought many 
of her works to a successful finish, where other sculp- 
tors might have failed.”

Jackson, Haze BriLy 


“Miss Jackson was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
in 1894. She studied there for several years under 
Harriet Sartain. During 1912 she studied painting with 
Professor Augnoto Bastianini in Florence, Italy, but 
on her return to this country abandoned painting for 
sculpture, working for two years at the School of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, under Bela L. Pratt, and for 
another two years at the same school under Charles 
Grafly. In 1921 she went abroad again and had the 
good fortune to work in the studio of Professor Angelo 
Zanelli. The work she has brought back from Italy 
shows a marked advance. It is much more mature, 
both in feeling for line and composition, and the planes 
are considered in a broader and bigger way. In her 
interpretation of animal life Miss Jackson has already 
found herself.” 
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JENNEWEIN, CARL PAUL 


“Carl Jennewein was born in Stuttgart, Germany, in 
1890. He studied sculpture at the Art Students’ League, 
New York, and at the American Academy in Rome 
from 1916 to 1919, and was made a fellow of the 
academy before his return to this country. His work 
is archaic in character, strongly resembling that of 
Paul Manship, but with fewer mannerisms. His bronzes 
are wonderful in conception and in finish, with a beau- 
tiful sense of proportion and grace. ‘These qualities 
are especially noticeable in his ‘Cupid and Gazelle,’ 
in the Metropolitan Museum, and in ‘Cupid and Crane,’ 
in our current exhibition.”

“Tsidore Konti was born in Vienna, Austria, in 1862. 
At the age of sixteen he entered the Academy of Fine 
Arts there, winning several scholarships. After com- 
pleting his studies with Professor Kundmann, he re- 
ceived another scholarship which enabled him to spend 
two years in Rome, Italy. He settled in the United 
States in 1890, and was associated in New York with 
the late Karl Bitter. He worked on the decorations 
for the World’s Columbian Exposition, Chicago, and 
for the Pan-American Exposition, Buffalo. Mr. Konti’s 
sculpture is massive and dignified, and he is responsible 
for various important monuments in this country. In 
his bronze entitled ‘Harvest,’ there is the same strong 
feeling for line as in his earlier compositions, and a 
delightful buoyancy, especially in the figure of the child.” 
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LAESSLE, ALBERT 


“Albert Laessle was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
in 1877. He studied at the Spring Garden Institute, 
the Drexel Institute, and at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts under Charles Grafly. As winner of 
the Cresson travelling scholarship in 1904, he went 
abroad and worked in Paris, returning later to this 
country well equipped for his chosen field, animal sculp- 
ture. Mr. Laessle’s art is on a high plane and as a 
technician, his fellow artists and connoisseurs admire 
and respect his work. His bronzes have the strength, 
beauty, and finish of many by the old masters, and 
one may confidently predict that posterity will place 
them amongst the best works produced in sculpture to- 
day. Mr. Laessle is instructor at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts, and also at its Summer 
School, Chester Springs, Pennsylvania.”
